J. Brunt in a discourse delivered 
before a gathering of tliç- American 
Women's Club at the Windsor -Hotel. 
Dr.j^n^[t^as»ciatc prqfessor .of Eng- 
lisn^a^^lSiradnald College, stress^ his 
point with numerous examples -drawn 
from various- works or tlife.plàywrlght. 
^^AlllOalsworthy 's.' plays . deal with; so- 
cial '. proble'ms. ."Thé Sliver Box," , for 
instance, stressed the Injustice of the 
modem law courts ' in allowing well- 
to-do cltltens to go unpunished foi' 
their crimes while those of ^tbe lower 
classes are heavily'' penalised; And 
again 'In the play : f Justice," through 
pure "clrcumstanoe, a weU-meanIng 
man is- shown Its- the wrong light and 
CKHuequently, ^fers great humilia- 
tion and disgrace, and finally com-

fcate tliat white men had come to ban- 
.ada before him. Coloiiel. Bovey then 
described at length the efforts of 
Cartier to find a way to China. In 
tills, however, Cartler's mission failed 
but, on the wiiole.

Fair Treatment Not 
Always tendered To 
French In Canada 

R. L. Calder, K,C., Addresses 
Meeting of The New- . 
foundland Club 

DR. HAT CHER SPEAKS 

Large Turnout at Strathcona 
Hall For Initial 
Meeting 

That French Canadians have not 
been treated with all fairness in Can- 
ada was the opinion expressed by R. L. 
Calder, K.C., in addressing a meeting 
of the Newfoundland Club last night 
on the advantages, of encountering all 
races' and nationalities at McGlll. The 
Fi-ench, Mr. Calder said, are often re- 
garded as a problem in Canada. 

Howèyer, the system adopted by the 
British Empire in regard to other races 
than its own in its domain is not one 
ot absorption to produce uniformity, 
but teamwork on the part of the dif- 
ferent units. However, the BritUh 
have a way of concilatlng tbehr awk- 
ward elements by making , eoneessidna 
to them in an offensive manner, which 
does not tend to internal harmony. At 
this pilent time, there Is a . certain 
amount of. historic disUkc|pii^Uia;!part 
ot thi French, and an^^^SnpUcaSle 
contempt on the part of Ihe English. 
, Deplorable Stale. 

This lack of mutual oordlallty lis. de- 
plorable and iiltfhly unreasonable, in 
Mr. Calder's opinion. The French 
Canadians came of Norman stock,' the 
fhst of whom to settle in France were 
Vikings. The English came from pre- 
cisely the same Norse stock. Nordic 
determination Is ; eviiiced in' the man- 
ner , ln««hlehÉÉs^^ 
have^keptnh^langusKe andini^tlon- 
allty from being absorbed, wlthbût im- 
migration, for centuries. 

.The indignities whtch'they.]^^ 
fered are many. "The; system of sep- 
arate schools originally Inaugwàted as 
a concession to the English-speaking 
minority, is now being attacked as be- 
big an undue oonçe|^|tpi^ to |Ju,|jr|{E^ 
Thehr speech Is fldietded atid libeled 
"not French" and "patois.'' Thé iveak- 
er.toW-'wt being aptiratf^. v^aojr;^ 
Irig- In Friûicè ihûteo 
by an old man, who, having heard hiiii 
speak French; detnanded l^hy he, eyi«
